I doubt the Bobby angle, bull have no 
doubt there were such plots without end. Inspiration is likely as conjectured. 

With Anderson* the FBI is 9 very likely source. H 0 is close to them. 

I did 
interview both Guitarts, and the experience, *vsn after knowing Bringuier, is 
not easily expressed to those without such contacts, he is incredible and the son 
la entirely beyond description. Both ere fond of and full of respect for 3ringuier, 
wao tiiej think 1c greet and a noble leader of men. I tulnk it. entirely reasonable 
that nil t- art was there because of hi 3 feelings about Rringuier as well as his 
arcane politics. Jr. is also a Hav&xiax lawyep, almost as brilliant as B ringular. 

t. Trucking Is only port of the 0<iio fortune. I suggest tnat if they 
* 6re suspectsd of being nert of an assassination plot, tneir histories Tsould have 
been entirely different. With that kind of loot, would you erpect, them to hove ha en? 

Inierestirg 
thet 1 iebeler had nn interest In this, or that tfcore ere no relevant FBI reports. 

I doubt that the JG office ccull have gotten Guitert to sey snytbirr ho didn f t 
went to and I take this at face value. Regard it as potentially very significant. 
Again, remember that wto women expected Sylvia to kill herself. T.Schann still 
holds eomo .?ecrets, from Sylvie, ^uitetr would more likoly hnvo leene : the o+fcer 
wey, ae in telling me he didn’t knew Sylvia's new husbend&s lest nene of their 
Miami address.
